'The  hifth  rate  of  24.4  shows  a Yery  large  increase, 
the  average  pre-war  rate  being  about  14  per  thousand.  The 
figure  has  not  'been  above  20  per  thousand  since  1916  and 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  1'7.4  which  is  the  average  for 
England  alid'  Wales.  In  my  opinion,  however,  the  figure  is  not 
a true  indication  of  the  normal  birth  rate  in  Famham  as  I 
think  the  rise  is  nartly  due  to  the  influx  of  evacuees  who 
v/ould,  under  normal  conditions,  have  had  their  babies 
elsewhere. 


Tlie  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase  but  is  not 
'■oiuL^rable  to  the  rise  in  birth  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  under  one  3rear  of  age 
shows  a welcome  decrease  to  27,2  per  thousand  live  births 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  of  46  for  England  and 
Wales . 


There  have  been  no  deaths  in  the  district  from 
puerperal  sepsis,  nor  from  any  other  infectious  disease 
except  one  death  from  whooping  cough.

FAHlBIAI-^l  COUI-TIY  HOSPITAL

and  'the  accommodation  has  been  fully  occupied.  A steadily 
increasing  number  of  persons  are  being  treated  as  out- 
patients but  there  is  no  proper  out-patient  department. 

Extension  and  modernisation  of  certain  departments 
of  the  hospit^al  are  urgently  required  to  fulfil  the 
increasing  demands  of  present  conditions. 

As  in  all  hospitals,  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  obtaining  an  adequate  staff  of  nurses  and 
domestics. 

TRIIMER^S  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL 

Fiis  hospital  has  continued  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  a certain  type  of  patient  but,  owing  to  lack  of 
modern  facilities  for  investigation  and  a resident  medical 
staff,  cannot  deal  With  accidents  and  many  ■ 'of  the  more  acute 
forms  of  illness.

FARMiAIh  ISOLATT-OIT  HOSPIT/L 

The  cubicle  v/aids  in  this  hospital  are  very  valuable 
in  allowing-  a-'varietAr  of  infectious  disease  to  be  treated 
v/ith  economy  in  space  and  staff,  and  in  taking  doubtful  cases 
for  observation  - a function  of  isolation  hospitals  which  has 
too  often  been  neglected  in  the  past.

In  Octcbt^r,  1944,  the  Red  Cross  Hostel  at  \/illey 
Park  was  closed  owing  to  lack  of  suitable  staff. 

The  other  hostels  in  the  district  have  continued 
to  be  fully  occupied  and  appear  to  have  net  a definite  need.

?REV.AJ.]i]lTCP  OF  JiiW  COIITROL  OVER  HIFECTIOUS 

OT^IER  DISEASES 


The  health  of  the  district,  in  spite  of  the  stress 
of  v;ar  find  food  restrictions,  has  continued  to  be  good. 

In  January  there  was  an  epidemic  of  influenza  of  a 
mild  type  and  help  was  obtained  from  the  W.V.S.  and  B.R.C.S. 
in  giving  nursing  assistance  and  other  help  in  the  homo. 

Propaganda  in  connection  with  venereal  disease  was 
carried  out  by  means  of  rosters  and  talks  in  the  larger 
factories  and  business  prenises.  These  were  arranged  in 
coniunction  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year  and  only,  one  case  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis. 

Tiie  amount  of  scabies  in  the  area  has  not  boon  as 
great  as  might  have  been  expected,  and  only  121  cases  were 
treated  at  the  cleansing  centre  at  one  of  the  first  aid  posts 
vhiere  this  work  was  done  by  the  post  personnel. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  proceeded 
-satisfactorily  during  the  year.  All  the  records  have  been 
revised  and  a complete  card  index  system  has  been  made  to 
cover  all  the  children  in  the  district.  The  parents  of  all 
non-iramuiii sed  children  have  been  circularised  and  this  has 
been  supplemonted  by  personal  visits.  As  a result,  we  now 
have  accurate  figures  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  under  5 group, 
on  which  we  are  concentrating,  will  soon  show  a larger 
^-^-i-^ago  of  immunised  children.  The  figures  at  the  end  of

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


All  neat  and  other  food  shore  were  regularly 
Inspected  as  well  as  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared. 

The  supply  of  both  home  killed  and  imported  neat 
continued  to  be  delivered  from  the  Aldershot  Slaughterhouse 
and  Depot. 

Sixteen  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  granted 
and  an  increasing  number  of  pig  carcases  belonging  to 
cottagers  and  farmers,  killed  for  their  own  consumption,  were 
inspected. 

There  are  22  butchers  shops  in  the  district  and  one 
animal  meat  and  food  shop. 

The  supplies  of  meat  and  fish  were  generally  of 
good  quality.  Delayed  transit  of  fish  occasionally  give 
cause  for  complaint  and  condemnation.
